The rhurclnnan 
defended (lie principles of the Repub­ 
lican party and. as iudlcateil. defend.-d 
the man for whom he said lie expected 
to vote from hi< porsounl standpoint of 
a churchmau, “ iiecau<e he Is the high­ 
est type of a Dhrlattan gentleman.” 
It gave me a new idea about Mr. 
Taft. 
It seemed to answer some of the 
criticisms I had heard of the Repub­ 
lican candidate and his creed.
